Re- 
cently, I 
read an 
article 
about 
the key 
communication qualities 
of an effective leader. 
The article spoke about 
the importance of asking 
questions and being an 
attentive listener. I cer- 
tainly agree. Yet, the ar- 
ticle failed to mention 
timely responsiveness, 
which is certainly a very 
key quality as well. 

If we are to help our 
team members feel ap- 
preciated, valued and 
heard, we must try to re- 
spond to their calls and 
emails and other forms 
of communication 
promptly. In my assess- 
ments of leadership and 
organizational culture, I 
often hear “My boss does 
not get back to me. He 
must not feel Iam impor- 
tant and what I need or 
think matters.” 

(Personal note: in my 
experience, women tend 
to put a higher priority 
on their responsiveness 
and how their team 
members feel about 
themselves than do 
men). 

People all too often tell 
me that they have to fol- 
low up before their boss 
responds. That lowers 
morale, and negatively 
affects our results over 
time. No question about 
that. Happy employees 
do better work.

SHOULD I BUY 
OR SELL FIRST? 


PART 2 OF 2 


Brisk selling conditions 
in some parts of the coun- 
try require more aggressive 
tactics. 

Brett Furman, a broker 
in suburban Philadelphia, 
says the strong market dic- 
tates that homebuyers 
focus on buying first, and 
selling later. 

"The housing market in 
the suburban Philadelphia 
market is moving very 
quickly," said Furman. 
"Normally we advise our 
buyers to sell their home 
first and buy second... 
However with the faster 
moving market, we are ad- 
vising many of our buyer 
clients to obtain a mort- 
gage commitment that is 
not contingent upon selling 
their existing house." 

In their book, House Sell- 
ing for Dummies (Hungry 
Minds Inc., 1999), Eric 
Tyson and Ray Brown 
"strongly recommenda" that 
you sell first. 

"Even in good real estate 
markets, sales frequently 
drag on much longer than 
you expect," the authors 
say. "Selling in a weak mar- 
ket usually compounds the 
problem. Homeowners tend 
to overestimate their 
house's resale value and 
underestimate the length 
of the selling process -- a 
fiscally deadly one-two 
punch." 

The Dummies book says 
selling first eliminates fi- 


nancial risk -- no double 
mortgages and double pay- 
ments for property taxes 
and insurance payments. 
And no worrying about 
how you'll come up with a 
down payment. 

But selling first isn't the 
perfect solution. Some of 
the issues that may come 
up include: 

Being forced out of your 
house before you have a 
new place available. Where 
will you live? Where will 
your kids go to school? 

Having to move twice. Do 
you want to go through the 
hassle? Where will you 
store your extra furniture 
while you live with family 
and friends or rent an 
apartment? 

Not being able to finda 
house you like. How long 
are you willing to live in 
temporary quarters until 
you find a suitable house? 

Whichever way you go, it 
always seems to work out 
in the end, at least in Gre- 
gor's experience. 

"T've been in the business 
for 30 years," he said. 
"We've never had anyone 
out on the street and the 
vast majority of our clients 
that make double moves 
are those building new 
homes that had to have 
their property sold first."
